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Councils that promote independent living and employment of people
with disabilities to hold joint meeting

BISMARCK, N.D. — North Dakota’s State Rehabilitation Council and Statewide
Independent Living Council, which both work to assure that people with disabilities can live
and work alongside other North Dakotans, are holding a joint meeting on Thursday, July

meeting will be held in Room C, and the public is welcome to attend.

Statewide Independent Living Council members will meet at the Comfort Inn to hear reports
from subcommittees and to discuss state plan progress supporting independent living,
developing resources, and advocating for full community participation of North Dakotans
with disabilities.

Members will also discuss the 2016 needs assessment and the funding formula for the
centers for independent living. A guest speaker will share information about the Association
of Programs for Rural Independent Living.
